747 Die of 
Accident^ 
Over Holiday 


(By The Associated Press) 


Violent accident in the United 


States took a near record toll over 
the four-day Christmas holiday. 


Deaths in traffic accidents, fires 


and from miscellaneous causes 
from 6 p. m. Friday to last mid- 
night (local time) reached the 
staggering total of 747. 


This figure compares with the 


record accidental death toll of 
761 recorded in the 
four-day 


Christmas holiday of 1936^ 


Traffic accidents caused more 


than 500 fatalities, but the 508 
total was below the 600 predicted 
by the National Safety Council. 
Fires caused 100 deaths—but none 
resulting from Christmas trees. 
There were 139 persons killed in 
violent accidents of miscellaneous 
nature. 


This year's total exceeded the 


1950 accidental deaths of 724 
which occurred during a three-day 
holiday. The 1949 three-day total 
was 580. 


Texas reported more than 90 


of this year's accidental deaths, 
including nearly 60 in traffic mis- 
haps.

Private Sources Offer to Pay 
$120,000 for Fliers' Release 


WASHINGTON—(AP)—While the gox-ernment pondered what to 


do about Hungary's offer to free four U. S. airmen in exchange for 
$120,000. private citizens in scattered areas promised to raise the 
money promptly. 


Robert Vogeler, an American 


who was a prisoner of the Hun- 
garian Communist regime for two 
years, said he will seek to coordi- 
nate private efforts to raise the 
$120.000 in fines levied against 
the four fliers. 


"I can understand any official 


ransom payment by the govern- 
ment might be embarrassing to 
the United States," Vogeler told 
a reporter in New York. "But I 
think this way we might accom- 
plish the same thing without em- 
barrassment to the government." 


No Reaction 


There was no indication as to 


how the State department would 
react to efforts by private citizens 
to raise the fine money and thus 
save the four fliers imprisoned by 
Hungary 
from 
serving 
three 


months each in jail. 


They got lost in the air over 


Hungary Nov. 19 while flying sup- 
plies from Germany to the U. S. 
embassy in Belgrade, Yugoslavia, 
Soviet fighters forced them to 
land their unarmed C-.47 on Hun- 
garian soil. 


A hotel owner in Fayetteville, 


Ark., R. A. Largen, said in an of- 
fer to the Nathville Tennessean 
that he would contribute $10,000. 
The Tennesaean accepted th« of- 


fer subject to State department 
approval. 


Drive Raise* §7,000

said that in less than three hours 
it collected $7.000. Swift, one of 
the imprisoned men, is a native 
of Syracuse.

571 Are Dead, 
According to 
Reds' Story 
UN Command Calls 
New Accounting 
'Shocking* Tale 


MUNSAN, Korea—(AP)— 


The Communists accounted 
today for 726 more captured 
Americans, but said 571 of 
them had died. 


The other 155 escaped or 


were released, they said. But 
not one of these has returned 
to Allied lines, a United Na- 
tions command spokesman 
said. 


The UN command called the re- 


port a "shocking disclosure.' 


None of the 726 was named in a 


prisoner list supplied by the Reds 
last week. 


Communists said they 
were 


checking to see what happened to 
332 other Americana. 


AD Americans 


After studying the Red report 


of 1,058 names, the UN command 
said they were all Americans. A 
spokesman said this was a list 
submitted Friday and Saturday by 
the UN in a demand for an ac- 
counting. 


Another 45 men—20 British and 


25 Americans—were nt mention- 
ed. The Allies asked about these 
45 Monday. 


The Allied announcement was 


the first disclosure of the precise 
number of non-Korean uprisoners 
it had asked about—1,103. 


The Reds detailed by name what 


they said had happened to 726. 
(The names were not r*lesledJ>y 
the UN command).. 


Blame Bombings

Inferentially they blamed Allied 


war planes and artillery for many 
of the 571 deaths. They died, the 
Reds said, of air attack, artillery 
fire and disease. 


The Reds made their report in 


a note. It was delivered during 
an'unproductive armistice session 
Wednesday at Panmunjom during 
the closing hours of a 30-day Ko- 
rean truce trial period. 


At the same session the Commu- 


nists delivered the first bundle of 
mail from Allied prisoners in 
North Korea to their families. The 
number of letters was not report- 
ed. But the package was large 
enough to hold several hundred let- 
ters. 


The Communist note said: 


1. Rejected an Allied demand 


for accounting of 50,000 South 
Korean troops missing In action. 


2. Asked the Allies what hap- 


pened to 44,205 Reds the Com- 
munists say were captured. 


S. Charged the Allied list of 


Red captives submitted last 
week was 1,456 short of the an- 
nounced total of 132,472. 
The letter, handed to Rear Adm. 


R. E. Libby at a Panmunjom ses- 
sion by North Korean Maj. Gen. 
Lee Sang Cho, said the Reds were 
trying to account for 1,058 Amer- 
ican and other non-Korean troops. 
The UN said they were listed in 
Red broadcasts, publications and 
other sources, but not included in 
an official compilation of 11,559 
men in six North Korean prison 
camps.

Rioting Starts as King Farouk 
Names Pro-West Cabinet Head 


CAIRO—(AP)—Anti-palace and anti-Western demonstrations 


broke out in Cairo and Alexandria today in protest against the ap- 
pointment of a pro-Western banker as chief of the royal cabinet. 


Unconfirmed reports said police opened fire to disperse demonstra- 


tors in Alexandria. Police there announced a state of alert. 


In Cairo, students at Fouad uni- 


versity held a mass meeting at 
which they shouted slogans against 
the king's new cabinet chief, Dr. 
Hafez Afifi Pasha, whose appoint- 
ment appeared to have jolted the 
dominant Wafdist party. Squads 
of police stood by for any emer- 
gency as the students demon- 
strated. 


Egypt's two largest newspapers 


reported—and the British denied 
—that many British and British 
colonial troops were killed Christ- 
mas day in the disputed canal lone 
by guerilla attacks. The newspa- 
per Al Zaman said 170 were killed 
and the independent Al Ahram 
said the figure was 150. 


King Farouk's appointment of 


Afifi and one other pro-Western 
adviser to the rsyal cabinet was 
described by qualified sources as 
foreshadowing a royal effort to 


settle Egypt's bloody quarrel with 
the British. 


See Growing Rift 


A growing rift appeared to be 


developing between Farouk and 
Premier Mustapha El Nahas Pa- 
sha's cabneta over the Wafd (Na- 
tionalist) government's moves to 
oust Britain from the Suez Canal 
and the Sudan. 


In a bid for settlement the King 


could even go as far as to fire 
Nahas. He has sacked him twice 
before—in 1937, after forcing Na- 
has to disband his private army 
of 10,000 "Blue Shirt" youths, and 
in 1944. 


The Nahas government, violent- 


ly anti-British, cancelled treaties 
with Britain in mid-October. They 
permitted British troops to stay 
in Egypt to defend the canal, and 
provided for joint rule in the Su- 
dan.

At this time of year our thoughts 


turn toward the birthday of Christ 
and we become quite conscious ot 
the debts which we owe him for the 
blessings showered upon us. 


Is it not unfortunate that we do 


not have the same generous spirit 
the year around as seems to prevail 
during-,the Yule season? By being 
generous I do not mean giving a 
lot of material gifts to friends and 
relatives and to those who have 
given us past favors, or from 
whom we may be seeking future 
favors—political or otherwise. I re- 
fer to a different kind of generos- 
ity—a state of mind whereby we 
accept the other fellows color or 
nationality, and his general point 
of view or his religious creed. 


As for human descent, Christ

Consult Local Forester to 
Make Farm Woodlot Pay Off 


OREGON—Now is the time to 


take stock of the farm woodlot 
and make it pay. The season be- 
Uveen the autumn, harvest, and the 
spring planting of farm crops is 
the time to harvest the timber 
crop. 


This may be done through an 


outright timber sale on the stump, 
by marketing the logs after cut- 
ting, or by having the logs custom 
sawed at a local mill and using 
the lumber for farm repairs and 
construction. 


In addition to the harvest of 


logs there is much material in the 
tops that may be profitably util- 
ized for fence posts and fuel wood. 
There are also cull trees in most 
woodlands that may be used for 
posts and fuel, thus improving the 
stand by eliminating the poor and 
defective trees, and at the same 
time reaping a profit. 


Produces Good Heat 


It has been found that a cord of 


good, dry wood will produce as 
much heat as a ton of Illinois coal 
or 200 gallons of fuel oil. A large 
saving may be made on the winter 
fuel bill by harvesting some qf 
the winter's fuel from the farm. 


In cutting trees for firewood, 


cut only the very crooked and de- 
fective trees. The straight, fast- 
growing trees are making money 
by their fast growth and the large 
wood volume they are producing. 
They will be more valuable as lum- 
ber some day. 


Service Available 


The service of the district for- 


ester is available m Boone, Car- 
roll. Jo Daviess. Lee, Ogle, Ste- 
phenson and Winnebago counties 
to assist in woodland management.

Florida Plants 
Second Corn 
Crop of Year 


URBANA—•University of Illinois 


plant breeders this week planted 
the second crop of corn this year— 
this one in Florida—in their "dou- 
ble-time" program to develop male 
sterile inbreds and thereby elim- 
inate the multimillion-dollar job 
of detasseling seed corn. 


Corn breeder L. F. Bauman says 


some 5,000 plants will be grown 
on about one acre on an island in 
Lake Okeechobee, nearly 1,100 
miles south of Chicago. The plant- 
ing includes four lines of "KyS" 
male sterile corn, some from Tex- 
as, and a male sterile line of WF9 
developed by Bauman. There will 
be a one-third-acre seed increase 
plot of the WF9 line for possible 
commercial use. 


The goal of this work is to add 


the characteristic male sterility 
to standard inbreds. This would 
eliminate the need for detasseling 
all rows of female parent corn in 
hybrid seed corn fields. 
If and 


when this is done successfully, it 
should save Illinois seed growers 
alone about $2 million a year in 
cost of detasseling. In the whole 
country, those costs are estimated 
at about $10 million yearly. 


May Convert 
'"" 


Bauman emphasizes that it ap- 


pears entirely possible from pres- 
ent knowledge to convert standard 
inbreds to male sterility. Scient- 
ists are testing this theory in ac- 
tual field trials.

Normally this job 


would take 6-8 years, but with this 
speed-up the time should be con- 
siderably decreased. 


Bauman explains that adding 


male sterility probably will not 
boost yield or improve the result- 
ing hybrid in other ways. And the 
cost of hybrid seed to the farmer 
probably will drop only a little. 
Elimination of detasseling should 
reduce seed cost only an estimated 
75 cents or so per bushel. Since 
a bushel plants about eight acres, 
that's a saving of only about 10 
cents an acre in seed cost.

Socialized Medicine Did Not Cause Big Furor in 


British Medical Circles When Adopted 


(Copyright, 1949, King Feature* Syndicate, Inc.) 


LONDON—Even prior to the sudden seizure of the medical pro- 


fession by the National Health Service of the Socialist government of 
Britain in July, 1948, British customs differed somewhat from the 
American. The doctor's patient was, in a sense, his property. A 
doctor could sell his "practice" to retire or to buy or build up an- 
other somewhere else. The relationship between 
doctor and patient was less intimate in British 
practice and the British patient was less demand- 
ing than the American. The derided "bedside man- 
ner" of American practice was not included in the 
service of British medical men whose fees in many 
cases were reckoned in shillings. Patients were less 
likely to go to the doctor or telephone him to 
hurry right over unless they had reason to believe 
that they were really sick and not suffering from 
massive hangover, hangnail or the gripes. 


But if President Truman's plan to establish a 


national medical service within the so-called so- 
cial security system, which is broke and a. fraud, were put into effect 
tomorrow, each doctor now practicing would be offered a "prac- 
tice" under a government subsidy of so much per patient. The Brit- 
ish system imitates the Chinese in that the doctor gets a per cap- 
ita payment per patient even though he never sees the patient. The 
patient is assigned to him and registered in his name and the Brit- 
ish equivalent of social security pays him three-pence ha'penny a 
week, or seven cents at normal exchange, for each patient on his list. 
He is not allowed to have more than 4,000 patients. This figure is 
based on the assumption that of course he will never have to care 
for more than a few at a time. The average number on a list is 
2,500. When a client of the national health service registers with the 
local outpost of the bureaucracy, he is given the names of four or 
five neighborhood doctors. 
He selects one. If he selects the best 


one, however, he is likely to find out that this one has all the patients 
he can take care of and will not accept any more. Thus, as Lord 
Horder, the king's physician, who is the leader of the fellowship for 
freedom in medicine, has pointed out, the patient goes down the list 
until he finds a doctor who can accept him. It does not necessarily 
follow that he will land in the hands of the least competent doctor, 
but neither can he pick the best doctor in- the neighborhood. The 
National Health Service in an official pamphlet published at public 
expense, said "members of the public can choose the family doctors 
whom they want," which is a characteristic lie of the typical Socialist 
bureaucracy. Obviously they can't and never could. 


But if Truman were to impose this system on the United States, 


every malingering faker and hypo could haunt the doctor's office all 
the time and come away with prescriptions for all kinds of patent 
medicines. Except those which are not admitted to the new pharma- 
copia, and millions of them would land in hospitals for free board and 
room for varying stretches as Harold L. Ickes and many other para- 
sites of the Roosevelt-Truman bureaucracy have been doing all these 
years in the Naval hospital in Bethesda, Md., Although Ickes, a rich 
but stingy man, was absolutely ineligible for a bed or medical service 
at the Naval hospital under the law, he twice put himself to bed 
there for long periods, paying only $3.50 a day which, of course, did 
not cover even his meals to saying nothing of surgery and medicines 
and the price of a private roonr. Ickes explained that he had never 
examined the law but had checked into Bethesda in the mistaken be- 
lief that as a cabinet officer he was entitled to all this, adding that 
the public hospitals in Washington were not at all good. That is, 
they were good enough for the people who pay taxes but not good 
enough for a parasitic political aristocracy whose attitude toward the 
people is remarkably similar to that of the Soviet Politburo.

It probably would have been 


impossible, otherwise, for Ameri- 
cans to know that under socialized 
medicine in Britain, patients go 
whining to the doctor for "a bot- 
tle of medicine," that doctors, 
growing slack and weary, shove 
malingerers into hospitals while 
more deserving patients wait for 
beds, and that many of the best 
citizens, refusing to "join" the 
service, have to pay full rates for 
medical care, hospital service and 
medicine with no rebate from the 
state, although they pay the same 
social security taxes. This last is 
the squeeze that has forced many 
Britons onto the health service 
rolls to put up with careless, in- 
different treatment from doctors 
who don't even bother to know 
thenr personally but treat them as 
"cases" of disease. If they don't 
accept the "service," they get no 
benefit from their taxes for that 
purpose which are compulsory. 


is a very sedate and conservative 
professional society corresponding 
to our American Medical associa 
tion. Lord Horder got sore, how 
ever, so in November, 1948, about 
four months after the health serv 
ice imposed socialized medicine on 
the British doctors and the peo- 
ple, on his initiative, a group o: 
medical men organized the Fel- 
lowship for Freedom. Lord Hor 
der is chairman of the' Fellowship 


At the inaugural meeting in 


London, he said the British Med- 
ical association's resistance to the 
bureaucracy had "collapsed" and 
thrown away its chance to oppose 
"the dragooning of the profession 
by the politicians." He called this 
"the triumph of tl)e machine." The 
members of the Medical associa- 
tion had started as fighters for a 
cause but in a few months, "more 
like a rabble, we surrendered." One 
of the troubles was an overload of 
secretaries in the headquarters of 
B. M. A. However, the Fellow- 
ship for Freedom has not fought 
the( Medical association. The fel- 
lows have kept their membership 
in the association and have tried 
to rebuild its backbone. This has 
caused some harsh feeling among 
the men of the profession but the 
attitude of the doctors who meekly 
or eagerly went along with the 
bureaucracy is the familiar sur- 
render of businessmen tempted to 
join the Nazi party in Germany 
or the Democratic party in ' the 
United States in order to get con- 
tracts or in order not to suffer 
harassments. 


The National Health Service be- 


gan under the management of a 
man strangely like Ickes, a snarl- 
ing, hateful fellow named Aneurin 
Bevan, who comes from Wales and 
has been diagnosed as a case who 
always wanted a good income and 
the abundant life 
and couldn't 


achieve them by normal work for 
which he had no gift, and, there- 
fore, went into politics. As i have 
related, he cried up a class war 
against "Tories," who are at pres- 
ent about half the British popula-

OTTAWA,. Ont.—(AP)—Amer- 


ican atomic secrecy is so tight 
that .Canada, a wartime partner 
on the A-bomb project, is prevent- 
ed from getting "practically any- 
thing the Russians can't get." 


So say Dr. C. J. MacKenzie, sci- 


entific chief of the Dominion's 
atomic project. 


He declares that exchange of 


information 
between 
the . two 


countries is "in essence, a one-way 
flow of traffic"—from Canada's 
direction—and that he believes 
"this is very much to the disad- 
vantage of the United States." 


He was referring specifically to 


information about the development 
and use of a device which consti- 
tutes the "heart" of Canada's pro- 
gram. 


It is an atom-splitting reactor— 


or "furnace"—having an intensity 
of atomic rays superior to that of 
any reactor so far disclosed by 
the Americans. 


Make It Faster 


With it, Canadian scientists say, 


they have learned how plutonium 
—a bomb material-^-can be made 
faster than it's made by the Amer- 
ican-process. But they also say 
their present reactor can produce 
only "small quantities" of pluton- 
ium and that even in a larger re- 
actor now abuilding they do not 
plan to produce it 
in 
large 


amounts. 


Dr. 
MacKenezie 
emphasized 


that, regarding information ex- 
change, he was not speaking criti- 
cally but rather to suggest the 
possibility of a "disadvantage" to 
the United States. 


He said the situation was due to 


the McMahon Act—the American 
atomic energy control law which 
limits the amount of information 
the United States can transmit to 
other nations. 


"We in Canada," he said, "are 


not in the bomb-making business, 
but there is need in the overall 
atomic program for establishments 
such as ours."

Control Board (AECB), said the 
McMahon Act "prevents us from 
getting practically anything the 
Russians can't get." 


But he did say Canada is get- 


ting complete cooperation "within 
the limits" of the McMahon act 


MacKenzie said "quantity" pro- 


duction of bombs would "not be 
feasible" for Canada because it 
would entail a marshalling of na- 
tional resources, "which no sane 
person would suggest." 


He added: 
"There is no scientific secret 


about the atomic bomb and no 
technological secret ihat any na- 
tion having bomb materials and 
sufficiently competent and exten- 
sive technology couldn't ferret out 
in time." 


Has Hottest Furnace 


Other points developed in the in- 


terview with MacKenzie or in talks 
with officials at Canada's atomic 
plan at Chalk River, Ont., are 
these: 


1. Canada has a unique atomic 


furnace — the world's "hottest" 
known reactor from the standpoint 
of radioactivity produced at one 
given time in a given area. And 
the Dominion is now building a 
bigger and more powerful .one. 


2. Since it has more neutrons 


available in a given space at a 
given time, the Canadian device 
can produce pluttonium 
faster 


from a given amount of uranium 
than can any other known reac- 
tor. 


3. Also, its champion radioactiv- 


ity "hotness" makes it possible for 
the Canadian device to produce ra- 
dioactive isotopes having higher 
intensity of atomic rays than those 
producible anywhere else.

jobs, when we really can relax and enjoy the games. When the games 
interfere, or begin to bore us, we should say, "That's all, now, darling. 
I'm tired" ... or "I have to go to work now." 


Dr. Frederick H. Allen is the clinical professor of psychiatry at 


Johns Hopkins School of Medicine and the director of the Philadelphia 
Child Guidance Clinic. In an absorbing new symposium called "The 
People in Your Life,'1 he writes: 


The mother who says of herself, 'My feelings don't count; 


am only concerned about what is good for my child,' is starting 
on a false basis. 
When she annihilates herself to that extent, she' 


cannot provide any of the experience of outside reality which a child 
needs from her. When fathers fall into the false idea that the only 
way to make friends with their sons is to get down to their level, 
to do all the things that they do ... 
the result is confusing to both 


adult and child. 


Perhaps our cult of youth-worship accounts for our impression 


that children want us to be their playmates. If we think that our 
adulthood is a liability, instead of an asset in making ourselves loved 
and trusted by little boys and girls, we are certainly on the wrong 
road. 


Our ability to take adult responsibilities is the deep, rich, loam 
that secures young roots so that they can go thrusting up in bluv?> 
trust of that grown-up universe which we represent. 
^- 


So if we have to make dessert, let's make it and refuse to play 
train. If we want to sit down after making it, let's do that, too. We 
are not children, but grownups, who are entitled to the.rest that be- 
longs to them whenever they need it.

To Cook Tapioca 


Do you have a cooking problem 


with pearl tapioca? 


Pearl tapioca, the large rourd 


spheres of tapioca are made from 
a moist starch of the cassova plant 
from Brazil. The spheres are in- 
terestingly formed by tumbling 
moist starch in a rotating wooden 
drum. Then the spheres are spread 
out on metal trays and cooked in 
brick ovens. 


However, only the outer layers 


of the spheres are cooked, this 
leaves an uncooked center which 
makes it necessary to soak the 
pearl 
tapioca 
overnight. 
After 


soaking, the pearl tapioca should 
be cooked for an hour or even 
longer to make a pudding.

She and-associates discover- 
ed that saliva contains cholesterol 
in the same amounts that this 
chemical appears in your blood. 


Common in Food 


Cholesterol is a substance com- 


mon in food, especially in eggs, Jt 
and is part of your body's chem- 
ical processes. This stuff gets out 
of order during arthritis and the 
rheumatic diseases. 
It is one of 


the causes—but not the main one 
—of hardening of the arteries. 


Saliva of healthy persons con- 


tains less cholesterol than that of 
sick people. The difference, Dr.

Dr. Frances Krasnow, of the Gug- 
genheim Dental Clinic, New York 
City. She and-associates discover- 
ed that saliva contains cholesterol 
in the same amounts that this 
chemical appears in your blood. 


Common In Food 


Cholesterol is a substance com- 


mon in food, especially in eggs, e^ 
and is part of your body's chem- 
ical processes. This stuff gets out 
of order during arthritis and the 
rheumatic diseases. It is one of 
the causes—but not the main one 
—of hardening of the arteries. 


Saliva of healthy persons con- 


tains less cholesterol than that of 
sick people. The difference. Dr. 
Krasnow said, is easily measur- 
able. When you have tooth decay 
or other dental troubles, there isj% 
more cholesterol in your saliva. 
When you have tooth troubles and 
also are sick, there is the largest 
amount of saliva cholesterol.

Start Home-by-Christmas Trip

The last of thousands of Korean 


war veterans who were returned 
to the United States "for Christ- 
mas" were nearing their homes 
today. 


They had not made it But they 


would be home for New Year's. 


For 1,500 army, navy and air 


force men who arrived at San 
Francisco Christmas Eve process- 
ing was being completed today. 
Most of them will be on their way 
tonight or Thursday. 


Many a stateside serviceman 


still was trying to get home via 
clogged train, bus or airline facili- 
ties. 


From Oakland, Calif., airport, 


the army operated a 70-plane air- 
lift to speed home veterans back 
from Korea. Officials said the last 
of them got out Christmas day. 


Plane Grounded 


Thirty-nine others who had left 


Seattle Dec. 21 for New York, 
New Jersey and 
Pennsylvania 


were grounded all Christmas day 
at Des Moines by weather. Before 
that they had been held up two 
days at Pendleton, Ore., by engine 
trouble. 


At New York 50 wives and chil- 


dren finally;took off by air Christ- 
mas night for Germany to join 
husbands and fathers. The women 
and children, most of them from 
the south, had waited a week at 
the army's Fort Hamilton base, 
Brooklyn, for army transportation 
to Germany. 
The army finally 


chartered a commercial plane for 
them. Some of the women com- 
plained bitterly about "the army 
way of doing things."

from Camp Gordon, Ga., landed at 
Oakland airport Christmas night, 
after waiting 38 hours at Bush 
field, Augusta, Ga.. to start their 
homeward trip via a non-schedule - 
airline flight.

Mclntosh bought airline tickets 
for 112 marines who had arranged/ 
for flights home through her trav- 
el service. The chartered plane . 
faile.d to arrive. The tickets cost 
Mrs. Mclntosh about $2,600.
